Immediate construction is to 
be started on Chaffey’s new aud- 
itorium as the result of contracts 
being approved by the Chaffey 
board of education last night. 

The general contract was let 
at a price of $287,847 to Thermon 
Means and Allison Homer of 
Santa Ana. Seven other con- 
tracts for other phases of the 
constructicn and furnishings were 
approved. Total cost is $400,- 
000. This is the same as : 





official estimate of the cost. The 
bids from nearly 50 firms were 
opened by the board Tuesday 
night and taken under  advise- 
ment until last night. In the 
meantime the figures were an- 
alyzed. 
Total Is Itemized 

Itemized costs, according to 
the recommendation, were as fol- 
lows: Total ccnstruction costs, 
$366,182.95; architects and other 
fees, $28,000; district’s gupervi- 
sion, $2,500.00; contingency al- 
lowance, $3,317.05. 

Taking into consideration the 
alternate bids on specific items 
in each contract, the awards were 
made to the lowest bidders. Pres- 


ident Newton Trautman in 
awarding the bids voiced the 
wish of the members of — the 


Chaffey board of trustees that all 
contractors use loca] labor and 
material as far as possible. 

In many instances alternate 
items of construction and equip- 
ment were omitted because the 
board felt that they were unnec- | 
essary refinements at the present 
time. ‘AN the wiring and basic 
construction, however, were or- 
dered put in so that in any future 
times these may be added. None 
of the successful bidders were 
from this district. 

Finished in 1938 

The contracts were awarded 
subject to the approval of the 
Tegicnal director of the Public 
Works Administration. Under 
the terms, actual construction is 
scheduled to start within 10 
days. The building must be fin- 
ished and ready to occupy by the 
last of this year. This time pro- 
vision is a part of the general 
contract, it was reported.

Friends—Funeral To Be

J. J. Atwood, one of the most 
| higbly respected? and best loved 
pioneer citizens of Upland, passed 
away suddenly at 7 o'clock 
Thursday morning at his home 
in Newport Beach, his death 
bringing to a close a loag and 
Successful career.

That Unemployment Problem 


What is to become of the unemployed? That is the big 
question that is worrying the nation at this time—and has been 
\for some years. 

A year ago there were 2,892,854 persons in the United States 
on work relief. And now—a year later—there are 2,400,000. 
At intervals during the past year the figures on those on gov- 
ernment work relief are as follows: May 2,735,686, July 2,179,- 
950, September 1,952,728, November 2,118,070. Next month, it 
is estimated, there will be 2,500,000 persons on work relief, 
which is the maximum number that can be employed under 
existing appropriations. And the question comes wp as to 
whether this increase in work-relief will be enough to meet the 
needs arising as the result of 3,000,000 workers in regular chan- 
nels being laid off since September. Still another question: 
Will employment in regular channels improve sufficiently in 
the next few months to permit the laying off of 400,000 now 
on the WPA rolls between Mareh and June? While it is es- 
timated there are now nearly a million more employed than a 
year ago, the work-relief program is providing 400,000 fewer 
jobs than at that time. 

And in the meantime reports from all over the country of 
the relief needs are accumulating as workers recently thrown 
out of work seek help—-with the problem of obtaining suffic- 
ient funds almost as large as in the early ’30’s when the de- 
pression first set in. Commenting on the contrast in the way 
relief needs are now being met, the United States News says: 

Formerly when a worker lost his job and lacked ‘sav- 
ings to carry himself and his family until he could find new 
work he applied either for poor-relief or to a private or- 
ganization for charity. Nowadays the principle of federal 
work-relief for the able-bodied needy and provision by the 
states and local governments of direct relief for the un- 
employables has been evolved out of six long years of fed- 
eral aid. 

What of the future? WPA economists predict there 
will be from 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 unemployed in this coun- 
try even during future periods of prosperity. This is on 
the assumption that new inventions and other economic 
developments are displacing workers more rapidly than 
new avenues of work are being opened. 

The opposing viewpoint, that inventions today, just as 
in the past, are increasing rather than lessening employ- 
ment, is expressed by the National Industrial Conference 
Board. It contends that after the depression ends resump- 
tion of the normal rate of improvement in living standards 
and industrial and trade activity such as has been shown 
in the past will be sufficient to reduce unemployment to 
the 1929 totals. 

Evidence that speeding up of industrial mechanization 
does not lead to unemployment is provided, the Board be- 
lieves, in the prosperity of the ’20’s, a period of unexcelled 
development of new machinery and manufacturing pro- 
cesses. 

At all times there are in addition to the persons who will 
not work and those who do not have to work, a group not 
included in the unemployment figures—a large number 
who are unemployed because of seasonal operation, sick- 
ness, or short-period shifts from one job to another. The 
N. I. C. B. estimates the number of workers who normally 
eannot be employed for these reasons is about 2,000,000. 

Chief reason for continued high levels. of unemploy- 
ment above this ‘‘noymal’’ is the increase in the number 
of workers since 1929. Because of population growth there 
now are approximately 5,000,000 more workers than there 
were eight years ago, the Conference Board estimates. 

The immediate problem facing the nation lies in the 
fact that although this is the fifth year since the depression 
touched bottem in the spring of 1933 and the sixth year of 
federal expenditures for recovery and relief, need is grow: 
ing and the only alternative to additional outlays is despair 
and suffering among those who can least affard to bear the 
burden—the unemployed.

Buying Ability of Californians 


According to a recent report of Dun & Bradstreet, there is 
only one other state in the country with greater buying ability 
than California—and that state is New York. The report is 
based on records of the federal bureau of internal revenue rec- 
ords, banking figures of tht nation, the federal bureau of pub- 
lic roads and government records for 1937. 

It is one thing to be willing to buy—but to be able to buy, 
well, that too often is another thing. And Californians are 
only second from the top in the latter, at least. 

In giving figures on the relative buying power of the var- 
ious states, the San Bernardino Sun says: 

Nevada, Massachusetts and Connecticut placed close 
behind New York and California. Lowest in ability to pay, 
according to the statisties, was Mississippi. Others near 
the bottom were Arkansas, Alabama, South Carolina and 
Georgia. 

Factors constituting the aggregate index were: Per- 
centage of population making returns on incomes of $5,000 
or more; retail sales per capita; motor vehicle registration 
per thousand population; estimated tax property value per

capita, and savings deposits per capita. 

Taking them as a group, California residents were sec- 
ond in the number making federal income tax returns. Per- 
centage in this state was 6.22, compared with 6.72 for New 
York. Of those making returns on incomes of $5,000 or 
more, Californians ranked sixth, New York leading. 

As for retail sales, California’s per capita total was $385 
annually, compared with $432 in Nevada and $356 in Mon- 
tana. New York was fourth with $355. 

Nevada ranked first in motor vehicle registration with 
385 cars per thousand population, California second with 
384 and Wyoming third with 329. 

Publication of these figures are heartening to California, 
for they show that this state has risen to a place among the 
leaders of the nation. 

There was a sharp business recession in the United 
States during the latter part of last year, but the full effect 
of it did not reach California. Should spring bring about 
the expected upturn in eastern conditions, then it is likely 
that California will resume its march forward with one of 
the briefest pauses of any state in the nation.

SURFERS DELAYS 


Plans Rejected, Court Matter 
Continues, Site Protest 
Is Offered 





Erection of a state penitentiary 
south of Ontario is faced with 
another set back today. The 
plans as drawn by the Los Ange- | 
les architects have heen rejected 
by a committee of the state pris- 
on board. 

Proceedings whereby the state 
expects to purchase the 1,300 
acre site have been tied up in 
court for many months. An end 
to the court case is expected 
soon, however. 

In the meantime, new opposi- 
tion ig being shown by property 
owners against placing the prison 
on that site. Governor Merriam 
has been personally advised of 
the feeling among many residents 
of the Chaffey district’ against 
establishment of the institution 
on Euclid avenue, a few niles 
from the educational center of 
the community. 

The architects, Eisen & Walk- 
er, who are also preparing plans 
for the Upland city hall, are re- 
vising their draft on the priscn 
layout, 

The prison board committee, 
after examining the preliminary 
plans for the institution, reject- 
ed them because “there were too 
many corners” and “the entrance 
locked too much like a night 
club.” Warden Court Smith of 
San Quentin said the architectur- 
al layout should be streamlined 
with long halls, yards and rooms 
containing a minimum of corners 
and obstructions. 

“For every corner in a prison, 
there has to be a guard. The pro- 
posed plans would have been fine 
for a college, but not for a pris- 
on,” the warden said. 

The gtate is scheduled to erect 
the priscn on a site that extends 
from Euclid avenue to Central 
avenue. Northern boundary of 
the proposed institution is about 
three miles south of Ontario’s 
business district. QThe first units 
will cost approximately $3,000,- 
000. Under the prison  board’s 
program it would be used to 
house first offenders. In conjunc- 
tion with the prison’ the state 
proposes to operate an extensive 
farm. 

Clyde A. Plummer, former 
chief of the Los Angeles 
police department, recently ap- 
pointed warden at Folsom, is 
scheduled to become the first 
warden of the new prison, accord- 
ing to Sacramento dispatches.

INTO STATE LAWS 


Books Given Protection by 
Laws of State—Books 
At Library '

In looking through the new 
Penal Code of California for 1937, 
one wonders of one dare breathe 
without first looking up the law 
on the matter. For in that code 
may be found the punishment for 
practically any violation of any 
law, even to mutilation cf books, 
etc., in public libraries and mu- 
seums and the detention of books. 
Section 623 reads: “Every per- 
son who maliciously cuts, tears, 
defaces, breaks, or injures any 
book, map, chart, picture, engrav- 
ing, statue, coin, model, appara- 
tus, or other work of literature, 
art mechanics, cr object of curi- 
osity, deposited in any public li- 
brary, gallery, museum, collec- 
tion, fair, or exhibition, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor.” 
Section 623% says: - =

er wilfully detains any book, 
mewspaper, Magazine, pamphiet, 
manuscript, or other property be- 
longing to any public cr incorpor- 
ated Hbrary, reading rcom, imu- 
seum, or other educational insti- 
tution, for thirty days after no- 
tice in writing to return the same, 
given after the expiration of the 
time which by the rules of such 
institution such article or other 
property may be kept, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished accordingly.” 

“Penal Reform in California” 
prepared by Milton Chernin, re- 
search associate of the Bureau of 
Public Administration, is a study 
of the penal problem, institution- 
al and administrative.

San Bernardino county’s schools 
transport 7,200 students an aver- 
age of 13.8 miles to and from their 
classrooms at an average cost of 


less than 10 cents per pupil per| listed with us.

day, 
Thrall said recently. 

The annual cost of transporting 
pupils in San Bernardino county 
is $117,488, which is the fourth 
largest yearly expenditure in the 
state. Tfowever, the cost per pupil 
per mile in the county is the third 
lowest of any county in California. 

Approximately 25 per cent of the 
county’s enrollment is transported 
to and from the schools and many 
are transported long distances, es- 
pecially in the desert regions, said 
Mr. Thrall. In the state, the num- 
ber who ride school busses is about 
11 per cent of the total attending 
public schools. 

The results of a state-wide sur- 
vey was disclosed by the state de- 
partment of education. The ex- 
tensive study of the cost of pupil 
transportation was made in con- 
junction with a federal survey and 
is the first since 1926. 

The annual per pupil costs for 
transportation varied greatly 
among the counties, the state de- 
partment study shows. The range 
in elementary schools was from 
$6.41 a pupil in San Francisco city 
and county to $48.18 in Alpine 
county with a medium of $16.30. 

For high schools, the spread was 
from $9.66 in San Francisco to 
$94.12 in Mariposa county with a 
medium of $30.27. 

In San Bernardino county, the 
annual cost of $16.51 per pupil is 
below the state average of $22.32. 
The cost per month in the county 


| is $1.92 against the state average 


of $2.53, while the daily cost is 
.096 to the county and .1267 to the 
state. The cost per pupil per mile 
is .0069 in the county and the 
state’s average cost is .00754. 

Los Angeles county’s annual 
transportation is the highest in the 
state and runs about $480,500, 
while Alpine county’s expenditure 
is the smallest and is approximate- 
ly $625.
